1. Ambagsador Telles asks that the following 
be discussed vith appropriate Department officers 
including Assiatant Secretary Mann. 


"2. In a discussion with President Orlich re 
araua shipaeat tod in Stato A-dd on 3 Novenber. 
the Anbassacory learned that arws sre being purchased 
by Manuel PAY. Although Lieutenant Colonel Fernando 
FPIGULS Quirce ass tnudicated to an Arny 218810n ggur es 
that the sgauipsesat 2111 enter Costa Kica, the President 
is of the chlaton taat araz will not cone here. 
Neither the Fresidgeat nor Figuis has indicated ultimate 


desigastion of ness armas. 


J. The President furthor repoatod to the 
Ambaesador that both Ray and Manuel ARTIME had told 
him ‘conztdentially’ that the U. 3. Government is 
behind therm, dut they had promised their U.S. 
Governaent contacts not to reveal this. Based on 
this disclosure, the President indicated yilliagoess 
tu cooperates vita Ray to help tha U. 3. and thus, ta 
this instance (an in previous case with Axt 182), 
assigned Fiysia to sandie arrangenents. The 
President. Lowever, dosires assurance that the 
U.S. Government wants Ray to have this shipment 
and that this saipment and Costa Rica's continued 
participation vill contributo to achievewent of the 
important U.S. objective. In other words, President 
Or lich haa indicated a willingness to atick his nec: 
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out and that of his country if the U. 8. Governmeat 
thinke this is really worthwhile, 


“4. Unlesa thore are overriding roassons, the 
Sabassy recomasnds agatost the shipment of arms with 
U.S. markings to Costa Rica. We feel that the 
shipment cannot be kept socret and could create a 
real problem for the present Governnent (reverse of 
Venerucla Castro cache). The Kabaasy ia also 
concerned that Stato A-44 arrived with no controls. 


“3. Unless we are prepared to run the risk of 
disclosure that the U.S. Government is involved in 
this shipsrent to Ray and that the use of these arns 
acots with our approval, the Ambassador recommends 


that the license not be issued. 


"6. The Ambassador desires instructions in order 
to answer President Orlich's query and also if and 
now State A~44 is to be answered. 
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
